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FOREWORD 


We are delighted to launch our 2020 UK auctions with two stunning rarities - an Agnus Dei penny of 
Aethelred II (lot 22), one of only three in private hands and a coin of immense historical importance 
- and a silver threepence dated 1945 (lot 166). This coin is only the second known, and particularly 
desirable because of its wonderful condition. The other example was only VF and was last on the 
market 50 years ago. The example we are offering for sale has only recently been found, in an old 
Whitman album, proof that, even in this day and age, items of immense rarity can turn up, having lain 
undiscovered for decades. 

Other highlights in the sale are a gold dinar of the Sassanian king Shapur the Great (lot 6) and, in the 
British section, a fine silver issue crown of Edward VI, in extremely fine condition (lot 35), an Elizabeth 
I gold pound (lot 39) and a very rare proof guinea of George III, dated 1761 and graded by PCGS as 
Proof 62 (lot 73). We are once again including a selection of 18th and early 19th century tokens from 
Baldwin’s vault, and among the selection of foreign coins are an Austrian proof 100 corona dated 
1908, graded Proof 60 by NGC (lot 356), a silver 3 bitts from Essequibo & Demerara (lot 357) and a 
late 19th century Turkish gold treasury bar (lot 419). In the selection of commemorative medals, we 
are fortunate to be able to offer two collections - the Pavilion Collection of Medals of George IV, and 
a collection of Papal coins and medals dating from the turn of the 13th century onwards. The sale ends 
with a small selection of banknotes, including a Qatar & Dubai Currency Board 50 riyals, 1966 - 1973 
(lot 776).

Only twenty one Agnus Dei pennies are recorded in the Corpus, and of the entire corpus only three are in private hands. 
This is a coin of extreme rarity and immense historical importance. 

The most recent review of the Agnus Dei coins of TEthelred is by Simon Keynes and Rory Naismith: 'The Agnus Dei 
pennies of King TEthelred the Unready 5 , in Anglo-Saxon England, vol. 40 (2011), pp. 175-223. This includes an illustrated 
listing of the 21 known examples. There is one other coin in the corpus by this moneyer (ZEthelwig at Leicester) - a 
pierced example in the Estonian History Museum - making this coin the second known example. 

There have been two Agnus Dei pennies offered at auction in London recently, one sold in Spink Auction 124, 18-19 
November 1997, lot 2197, for a total of £9,680. The second, also at Spink (3 rd July 2018, lot 179), is a pierced example 
which sold for £18,000 (hammer price). Both examples can be viewed in the literature from Keynes and Naismith 
detailed below, numbers 20 and 4 respectively. 

The Agnus Dei pennies present a significant change and alteration in the style of both obverse and reverse. They 
differ considerably from previous types, which commonly featured a portrait to one side and religious symbolism to the 
other, in the form of a cross. Instead you see a shift to total religious iconography. Why such a shift occurs is difficult 
to confirm, whether such coinage was meant as a 'special type 5 or an introduction to a new coinage. What can be said 
however is that the Agnus Dei pennies were a manifestation of the wide-set political troubles of the time, combined with 
underlying religious justification. The widely accepted date of their formulation has been given as 1009. 

The rarity of the Agnus Dei pennies is two-fold, both for the scarcity of finds recorded but also for its departure from 
standard imagery. On one side we see a depiction of the Lamb of God and to the other, a dove; a symbol of the Holy 
Spirit. The two symbols were familiar to the larger consensus, appearing in the Gospel passage of St. John (chapter 1, 
verse 29) and repeated within the Roman Mass. The important passage reads: The next day he saw Jesus coming toward him, and 
said, “Behold, the Tamb of God, who takes away the sin of the world! This is he of whom I said, ‘After me comes a man who ranks before me, 
because he was before me. 5 1 myself did not know him, but for thispurpose l came baptising with water, that he might be revealed to Israel. ”And 
John bore witness: T saw the Spirit descend from heaven like a dove, and it remained on him. I myself did not know him, but he who sent me 
to baptise with water said to me, ‘He on whom you see the Spirit descend and remain, this is he who baptises with the Holy Spirit . 5 

The Lamb of God represented the sanctified image of Christ’s sacrificial death, his saving of the Christian world. The dove, 
in turn, represented the blessing of the Holy Spirit, the symbol of peace. The image of the Lamb of God, whilst familiar, 
was not produced iconographically on a widespread scale until the end of the 10 th century, meaning a shift in the religious 
and cultural landscape had taken place. It has been argued and viewed on favourably, that the approaching Millennium, at 
the end of the 10 th century, likely caused such a shift. Likewise, political instability and a time of great uncertainty had also 
added to the upheaval. The threat of Viking expansion and conquest had been active since 991 with a brief respite in 1005 
when the invading force departed back to Scandinavia. This relief was short-lived when another invading army arrived 
in 1006, known as 'Thorkel’s army 5 . A period of raiding, pillaging and ravaging followed, with the Viking army moving 
across England to Kent. The struggle came to a head in 1011 when the Archbishop TElfheah, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
was captured and later murdered in 1012 by the Viking army. He died, having refused ransom, beheaded as a martyr for his 
country and people. The image of the sacrificial lamb compares significantly. Furthermore, it could be suggested that the 
lamb of God, cast upon the Agnus Dei penny, was a resonant message of sacrifice. A perfect metaphor for /Ethelred and 
by expansion, the English army. The end result - a lasting peace, again symbolised by the fluttering wings of a dove. 

Mention of the approaching Millennium has already been made. The resulting rise in the Lamb of God iconography is 
evident not only in the pennies, but also in other artistic outlets. Examples of brooches bearing the symbol have been 
found in England and show a progression of its use. The Lamb of God, in a time of cultural significance, was being used 
as a symbol of deliverance. This alteration is significant when one looks at the number of Agnus Dei pennies found. 
No fewer than 10 of those found have been pierced, meaning they were intended to be worn and not just simply used 
as monetary value. Whilst making coins into jewellery is not unusual, the proportion of damaged or mounted examples 
is beyond parallel in the Saxon series. Well over half the extant examples are mounted, pierced, broken or chipped. The 
symbolism attached to the penny shows a far greater importance than simply being a rare coin type. This can also be 
supported by the fact that Agnus Dei type imitations have been found in Scandinavia, Sweden and Denmark. And whilst 
the legends of such imitations were for the most part nonsense they show that the symbolism had profound devotional 
meaning, just as the original had been intended.

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THE EXCEEDINGLY RARE SILVER THREEPENCE OF 1945

This tiny coin, of exquisite rarity, is only the second known, the other piece (graded VF) having been sold in 1970. 
This is a recent discovery As the Standard Catalogue of British Coins points out, this denomination was struck for 
homeland use from 1937-1941, the final few years of mintage having been made entirely for export to the West Indies 
colonies. The denomination had never actually been popular except in Scotland; as a thin, tiny coin, it was easily lost. 
The denomination was essentially replaced in 1937 by the brass threepence, which came to existence in the patterns 
of Edward VIII. Quickly modified for use under the authority of the new king, George VI, the brass coin was much 
larger, thick, twelve-sided, and easily picked out of the pocket—even in the dark. It proved to be so popular that the 
Committee on Coinage for the Royal Mint decided to suspend issuing the silver piece for homeland after 1941. All of 
the silver threepences dated 1942, 1943 and 1944 were thus shipped to the colonies. The same fate was intended for 
the silver pieces dated 1945, but a major change in the coinage metal intervened. The Coinage Act of 1946 (passed 
into law on 6 November) ended centuries of silver coins for Britain. It began a process which continued for years 
of sorting out all silver coins for melting. First, the vaults of the mint and the Bank of England were purged of 
silver, which clearly caused the melting of the 1945 silver threepences, recently minted. How any escaped remains for 
speculation. Did a few fall from hoppers? Did a mint employee decide to keep a few souvenirs? The culling of all silver 
from circulation continued for years, first by hand at individual banks, which then sent the coins to the mint; fairly 
soon, though, it was decided that the most efficient way to recall the silver was by automation inside the mint itself. 
Sensing this change, the public also began keeping aside old silver coins. By the 1960s it was a rare instance to find 
any silver in circulation. For these reasons it was universally believed by numismatists that all of the silver threepence 
coins of 1945 had been melted, until a single piece was found in 1970. No others have turned up in the intervening 
fifty years, with the sole exception of this high-grade example—just recently identified. It is one of the greatest British 
rarities of the twentieth century, and it remains to collectors as a hallmark distinguishing the end of the 500-fine silver 
coinage and the beginning of modern coins made of copper-nickel and brass.

The authority for the 3 Guilder pierced dollar and the 3 bitt plug are recorded in the minutes from the Essequibo 
& Demerara Court of Policy, on 9 December 1808. The Governor, His Excellency Lt. Colonel Ross (acting Lt. 
Governor) put forth a proposal, which was passed, that all persons having Spanish Dollars should present these to 
the authorities who will pierce and stamp them. The dollars would be returned to their owners along with an extra 
payment of 1 Bitt. The plugs would be retained by the local government and reissued back into circulation at a value 
of 3 Bitts.

The Pavilion Collection 


A Collection of Medals Reflecting upon the Life and Times of George IV 


Prince George Augustus Frederick was born in London on 12 August, 1762, the first child of King George 
III and Queen Charlotte (Charlotte Sophia of Mecklenburg-Strelitz). He was appointed Regent on 5 
February 1811, succeeding to the thrones of the United Kingdom and Hanover on the death of his father 
on 29 January, 1820. He died at Windsor Castle on 26 June 1830. 


The Pavilion Collection has been formed over the last twenty years and celebrates the medalhc history of 
the life and times of George IV, who succeeded to the throne exactly two hundred years ago. Whilst the 
collection is not a complete record of every single medal struck depicting the monarch at all stages of his 
life, it is impressive for the sheer number of pieces that have been acquired. From the moment George 
became Regent the output of medals increased and, it would seem, he revelled in the variety of pieces 
struck to commemorate both his Accession and Coronation. George was a collector of many things and 
certainly maintained an interest in medals. Indeed, a splendid pair of ebony and boullework medal cabinets 
have recently been on display at Buckingham Palace as part of the exhibition, George IV: Art eh Spectacle. 
These had been acquired during the Regency in 1813; they were housed at Carlton House before being 
moved to Windsor Casde in 1828. Sadly, nowhere in their history is there any reference of them ever having 
been filled with medals. George IV presented the Royal Collection of coins and medals formed by George 
III to the nation in 1823 and it was finally deposited in the British Museum on 28 May 1825. The Royal 
Collection, as recently published by Jeremy Cheek, does not contain a gold Coronation medal of George 
IV, nor a single specimen of any of the Royal prize medals founded by George as either Prince or King. 


Art depicting George as Prince, Regent or King is often seen only from the perspective of the caricaturist 
and the many works by George Cruikshank, Thomas Rowlandson and James Gillray. The youthful Prince 
was a handsome young man and the medals of him followed a far more formal, even official attitude to 
portraiture, with the result that they tend to be staid, perhaps even rigid in their representations. Medals 
were not considered to be the place to offer scorn or ridicule but rather a medium for praise and worthiness. 
The only exceptions are found on the reverses of many of the medals of Queen Caroline who, between her 
return to England and her death, is depicted as a much wronged soul. 


The Art eh Spectacle exhibition did not feature medals and to some extent this catalogue rectifies the omission. 
It generally follows the order of Laurence Brown’s British Historical Medals [BHM], volume I, published in 
1980 and the opportunity has been made to show additions and corrections — in fact remarkably few. The 
wide ranging nature of the collection means that as well as including many medals in silver (though only 
three in gold), there are a number of less expensive pieces in copper and white metal. Many collections in 
the past have included medals of George IV, but this sale is, to the cataloguer’s knowledge, the first stand¬ 
alone collection to appear at auction.

The medal is unusual in that the bust, which is in very high relief, is struck separately from the medal and then applied 
to the flan. Most examples have Rouw’s signature on the truncation, though not this specimen. The legend states 
that the Prince, with his own hand laid the stone...’. It is usually believed that only 18 specimens were struck, but 
the correct figure must be a little greater. An example of the medal which sold in Spink Coin Auction 46, 9 October 
1985 (lot 552), included a list of 17 of the supposed 18 recipients as follows: The Foundation Stone, The King, The 
Queen, The Prince of Wales [7], Duke of Northumberland, Mr J Smirke, RA [the architect of the new theatre], Sir J 
Lawrence, RA, Mr Payne Knight, the British Museum, Oxford [Ashmolean] and Cambridge [Fitzwilliam]. 

The old Covent Garden Theatre had been destroyed by a calamitous fire during which some twenty or more, including 
firemen, were killed as the building collapsed. Work on a new theatre began almost immediately, to designs by Robert 
Smirke and, on the last day of 1808, the Prince of Wales, dressed in his Freemason’s regalia laid the foundation stone, 
accompanied by much pomp and ceremony. Following the ceremony, all dignitaries including the Prince of Wales retired 
to the Free Masons Tavern for a meal, the Prince still wearing his masonic apron. The theatre opened just over eight 
months later with a performance of Shakespeare’s Macbeth with John Philip Kemble and his sister Sarah Siddons. 
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The Regency 


The Regency Act - the Care of King During his Illness, etc. Act, was passed on 5 February 1811 and the 
Regency era began. The Act saw that the King was suspended from the personal discharge of the royal 
functions and that George, Prince of Wales was to discharge those functions in the name and on behalf 
of the King from 1811 until 1820, when George III died and the Prince of Wales succeeded to the throne. 
Under the terms of the Regency Act Parliament initially placed restrictions on the power of the Regent, to 
expire after one year. After that no further restrictions were implemented.

Pickard’s engine (designed and 
built by a Bristol engineer called Matthew Wasborough in 1779), was housed in his manufactory, situated on the site 
of the present Snow Hill railway station. His son Thomas ran an ironmongery warehouse. But quite how either one 
of the Pickards became involved in the manufacture of these dies is not at all clear.

From 1797 to 1800 Turnerelli taught 
modelling to the daughters of George III and was subsequently Sculptor-in-Ordinary to the Royal Family. An example 
of the bust of Princess Charlotte was sold by Lyon & Turnbull as part of the Tbrbes Collection at Old Battersea 
House’, 1 November 2011, lot 259, for £2000.

Princess Charlotte Augusta of Wales was the only child of George, Prince of Wales (later King George IV) and 
Caroline of Brunswick. She married Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg (1790-1865) on 2 May 1816. Had she outlived 
both her grandfather King George III and her father, she would have become Queen of the United Kingdom, but she 
died on the morning of 6 November 1817, aged 21, after giving birth to a stillborn son.

The bridge, designed by John Rennie, was originally to be 
called the Strand Bridge, but was changed by act of Parliament as £ a lasting record of the brilliant and decisive Victory 
achieved by His Majesty’s Forces in conjunction with His Allies...’ The bridge was opened on the second anniversary 
of the Battle of Waterloo by the Prince Regent, with ceremonious pomp’, accompanied by the Duke of Wellington 
and many of his senior officers. Carlisle states that examples of the second medal were scattered in profusion among 
the assembled Multitude’. The bridge was demolished in 1938. Forrer [BDM.VI, 650 ff] attributes the first medal to 
William Wyon working with Thomas Wyon Jr..

The legend, perhaps rather suitably, represents a phrase or term much used, with slight variations, when making Royal 
toasts - ‘Here’s a health to the king! God bless him’. In the 7 th Dragoon Guards, when the President toasted ‘The 
King’, the rest of the regiment would rise and respond, as on the brooch, ‘The King - God bless him’ (Major R. M. 
Grazebrook, ‘Gentlemen, the King \ Journal of the Societyfor Army Historical Research, Vol. 14, No. 56 [Winter, 1935]). ‘The 
King, God Bless Him’, certainly existed as an Irish air to be sung to the fiddle and, seemingly, an English one also. 

It is known that Rundell, Bridge and Rundell made a number of cameo brooches and rings for both the Accession and 
Coronation. Another contender as maker might be Green, Ward, Green & Ward, Jewellers & Goldsmiths, 1 Ludgate 
Street, London, who were the manufacturers of the London Pitt Club badges.

George William Adams worked for Chawner & Co, Silversmiths of Hosier Lane, Smithfield, London. It seems likely that he 
was responsible for the clasp and suspender and also applied the gilding, perhaps also ‘beautifying’ the medal by polishing 
the tops of the letters in the legends to make them stand out.

The Charity School movement had begun at the end of the 17th century, and it continued to develop throughout 
the 18th century and beyond.

Joseph Langridge was very much an opportunist and not all his Brighton medals appear to have been published. It 
seems that they were probably produced as a private commercial enterprise. As well as being a jeweller and silversmith, 
his career encompassed being a railway speculator, a baker and a photographer. He was declared bankrupt on more 
than one occasion and served time in Lewes Prison. Whilst the medal is not dated, the gateway is inscribed above its 
main arch, W IIII AD MDCCCXXXII. BHM.does not record any specimens in Museum collections. The ticket in the 
previous lot and this medal are both undated though this falls into the reign of William IV. They are placed here as the 
Pavilion is so very much a part of the story of George IV. For a medal commemorating the completion of the Royal

George IV had been married to Princess Caroline Amelia Elizabeth of Brunswick (1768-1821), at St. 
James’s Palace on the 8 th April, 1795. They were to separate shortly after the birth of Princess Charlotte in 
January 1796. She had had restricted access to Princess Charlotte but remained in England until 1814 when 
she moved to Europe, taking on Count Bartolomeo Bergami [sometimes Pergami] as part of her entourage 
and very shortly later assumed to be her lover. George’s hatred of Caroline was well recorded; He wanted 
a divorce, she refused, however he resolved she would never become Queen. The Pains and Penalties 
Bill was introduced to Parliament, but the strength of the Queen’s popularity combined with the King’s 
unpopularity, caused Lord Liverpool to withdraw it. Caroline did go to the Coronation, uninvited, and was 
refused entry. Caroline died unexpectedly on August 7 th 1821, while George was on his way to Ireland. She 
was 53. 

For continuity, the medals for her accession through to her death, have been grouped together. The medals 
commemorating her marriage appear earlier.

Although the first medal is unrelated to the trial of Queen Caroline, it depicts Henry Brougham, later to be Lord 
Chancellor and Baron Brougham and Vaux, whom Queen Caroline appointed as her Attorney-General to fight the 
Pains and Penalties Bill. Brougham had been her adviser since 1812 and the trial firmly established his reputation. The 
portrait is contemporary and an excellent likeness. 

Wilson had a distinguished military career up to 1821, the date on this medal. He was dismissed following the funeral 
of Queen Caroline but later reinstated and went on to become Governor of Gibraltar. 

On the day of the funeral procession, the crowds (and the Lord Mayor and Aldermen) had expected the Queen’s body 
to pass through the City of London on its way to Colchester and Harwich and thence to the Cathedral of St. Blaise 
in Brunswick [Lower Saxony]. Lord Liverpool misread the feelings of the crowds and Sir Robert Wilson intervened 
to prevent another Teterloo Massacre’. Liverpool and others in Government however assumed that Wilson, known 
for his radical politics and support towards the Queen, had caused the near riots rather than prevented them. He was 
stripped of his rank and his many foreign decorations for his service as a Lieutenant-General in the Napoleonic wars. 
They were to be returned a decade later and Wilson ended his career as Governor of Gibraltar (1842-1848). The 
medal is considerably rarer than suggested in BHM.

The visit was cancelled due to a combination of the King’s health and inclement weather. Carlisle states that the Mayor 
and Corporation sent a gold medal to the King and that it was ‘most graciously received’, though its whereabouts 
today is not known. The family of Wyon’s wife, Catherine Sophia nee Keele, to whom he had been married for only 
two years, came from Southampton and this might have provided the medallist with a reason for producing the medal, 
indeed Carlisle goes on to state that he was made an Honorary Burgess of the town. Carlisle also states that only 
twenty medals were struck in bronze [copper] and two in silver.

Captain Sir Samuel Brown (1776-1852) pioneered chain design and the use of chains in suspension bridge design. The 
Union Bridge linking England with Scotland and opened in 1820, was the first vehicular suspension bridge in Britain. 
He was the obvious choice to design the Royal Pier at Brighton [Brighthelmstone] which was primarily intended to 
be a landing stage for a packet boat service to Dieppe. It stood a little to the East of the present-day Palace Pier. The 
pier gradually became more and more dilapidated and was destroyed during a storm in 1896. The entrance toll-booth 
kiosks survived and are now used as small shops on the Palace Pier.

The Royal Society of Literature was founded on 17th June 1823 when the first general meeting was held in the rooms 
of the Literary Fund in Lincoln’s Inn. It received its Royal Charter in 1825. George IV, as the first patron, assigned 
1000 guineas to ten associates, and awarded two medals annually, each to the value of 10 guineas (interestingly he 
endowed the Royal Society 50 nguineas for each of two medals to be awarded annually). The Society’s first President 
(and President throughout the reign of George IV), was Thomas Burgess (1756—1837) author and philosopher, 
Bishop (first) of St. David’s and (second) Salisbury.

The Royal Society of Literature was founded 17th June 1823. See footnote to previous two lots. The Benson Medal 
was founded in 1916 by Arthur C Benson to honour those who produce ‘meritorious works in poetry, fiction, history 
and belles-lettres’ and used the original King’s Medal obverse. The new reverse dies replace a standing naked figure of 
Mercury holding a wand and book. 

John Gawsworth (born Terence Ian Fytton Armstrong - 1912-1970), was a writer, poet, editor, bibliographer and compiler 
of anthologies. In 1947, following the death of the writer M.P. Shiel (1865-1947), he was crowned, as Juan I, the third king 
of Redonda, a tiny uninhabited island in the Caribbean, near Montserrat. His papers are held by the University of Reading.

The title ‘Naval Aid to Greece’ seems to have originated with the Earl of Sandwich in 1937 when publishing the 
medals in the National Maritime Museum. Forrer (BDM) suggested that it was struck by Messrs Rundell, Bridge and 
Rundell but Tom Stainton (annotated BHM) totally refutes this.

Plymouth Dockyard had been an important naval base since Drake sailed from there to defeat the Spanish Armada. 
The town that grew around the dockyard was called Plymouth Dock until 1823, when the townspeople petitioned 
for it to be renamed Devonport. This was granted and the medal was issued, as the words of the reverse explain, IN 
GRATEFUL COMMEMORATION OF THE CONDESCENSION OF HIS MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY GEORGE IV, 
WHO CONFERRED UPON THE TOWN FORMERLY KNOWN AS PLYMOUTH DOCK THE NAME OF DEVONPORT.

The medal’s obverse is used again in 1830 to commemorate the King’s death (see lots 611 & 612), with a reverse showing 
the central legend, HIS REIGN BROUGHT VICTORY, PEACE AND CONCORD. This medal is without any of the hairline 
die flaws of the later medals and the date below the bust is quite clearly 1826. Stothard worked for Samuel Parker ‘Bronzist 
to His Majesty’ and publisher of medals. This medal is almost certainly a part of that collaboration. In 1826 Parker started 
to publish his series of medals mostly by Stothard and dedicated To Great Men’, exhibiting six at the Royal Academy in 
1826. It seems very likely that this medal was somehow to be incorporated into this unfinished series. Parker’s family business 
had been George TV’s principal lighting suppliers, and he worked extensively for the King at Brighton Pavilion, supplying 
ormolu mounts. He was then employed at Buckingham Palace and it is said that the late payment of £3,900 on the contract 
to provide railings, grand gates and a balustrade for the principal staircase, led to his bankruptcy in 1832.

Samuel 
Parker’s name is linked to the large and impressive medallic portrait by Stothard which was published in 1827 (see 
lot 600below). It is, of course, possible that this piece was not issued until the occasion of the death of George IV.

The Royal Collection has specimens of the Society’s Royal Medals for all other monarchs to the present Queen, but 
lacks a medal of George IV. On the medal’s reverse the drawing to the left displays the solar system whilst that on the 
right, the sixty-sixth proposition of his (Newton’s?) ‘Principia’. Today’s medals carry the same reverse design, though 
the medals themselves are now gilt-silver. The first recipients in 1826 were John Dalton, Tor his development of the 
Atomic Theory...’ and James Ivory, Tor his Paper on Astronomical Refractions...’ However, the ten recipients of the 
medals awarded between 1826 and 1830 had to wait till the reign of William IV before they received them.

Issued in a strictly limited edition, each medal was individually numbered in the process of manufacture. This 
medal’s early number (5) would suggest an original owner of some importance. Brown [BHM] does not give details 
of the certificate and the medal is listed as commemorative of the King’s death, at which time it certainly seems it 
was re-issued. The present cataloguers feel that the information on the certificate is worthy of publication:-

Sir John Brocas Whalley Smythe Gardiner, 4th baronet (1814-1868) did not progress far in the Navy and there is no 
simple way of checking from the published sources whether he ever served as a Midshipman. He was not serving 
in 1849 as he does not appear in O’Byrne’s Biographical Dictionary published that year, nor does he appear in the 
alphabetical lists of Lieutenants in the Navy Lists of 1835, 1837, 1839 or 1841. 

The Royal Naval College, Portsmouth, was established in 1806, from the earlier Royal Naval Academy. It closed briefly 
in 1837 and re-opened the following year. In 1872 the College moved to Greenwich.

Sir James Lowther contested many elections over the 27 years from 1757 to 1784, when he was created the Earl 
of Lonsdale. In the build-up to the 1768 election Finlay records that Lowther spent some £24,000, mostly on, it 
would seem, liquid refreshment for potential voters. However, following a dispute, he actually stood down in the 
Westmorland election of 1768, when the two seats were won by John Robinson and Thomas Fenwick. Lowther/ 
Lonsdale returned to the seat in 1774. It is not known how many tickets would have been struck and issued, but the 
number would have been small. The poor survival rate makes them extremely rare. The ticket illustrated by Finlay is 
numbered 33.

Henry Peter Brougham, later to be Lord Chancellor and Baron Brougham and Vaux, was first elected to Parliament 
as the Whig MP for Camelford, though in 1812, the year of this medal, he was defeated when standing for a seat in 
Liverpool. Brougham was a close supporter of the anti-slavery movement throughout his life. The contentious 1807 
Order of Council prohibited trade with France and her allies and any of their ships trading with the United States were 
obliged to come to a British port and pay tax. Again, the same year, 1812, saw his appointment as advisor to Princess 
Caroline of Brunswick, becoming her Attorney-General on the accession of George IV. The trial firmly established 
his reputation.

The Gregorians were a fraternal organisation that grew up in parallel with Freemasonry in the 18th century. They 
were depicted by Hogarth as ‘the Merry Gregs’. However, they were the victims of the Unlawful Oaths Act of 1797, 
introduced by a Government in fear of revolutionary groups that might overthrow the monarchy. This act, and the 
unlawful Societies Act of 1799, outlawed societies that administered oaths. It also outlawed any organisations that 
held closed meetings and were organised into branches with national committees. The well-connected Freemasons 
managed to get exemption but the Gregorians who subscribed £80 17s towards ‘the support of Government’ in 1798, 
had no such luck and by the early 19th century they were no longer meeting.

The earliest Lodges of Oddfellows, as we would recognise them today, seem to be of the 18 th century, the Loyal 
Aristarchus Oddfellow Lodge, documented in 1748, is Lodge no. 9, with a Grand Lodge founded in Manchester in 
1798. The cataloguer has been unable to trace the origins of the Gravesend Lodge, be it No. 1 or No. 2.

The school closed in 
1910, but the building remains as part of Goldsmiths’ College.

Neither the Company nor the seller shall give any 
warranty to any buyer in respect of any lot or be liable for any fault or error of 
description or lack of genuineness or authenticity of any lot. All statements as 
to items sold, whether made in catalogues, during the course of the auction 
or otherwise, are statements of opinion only and are not and shall not be 
taken to be statements or representations of fact. The Company reserve 
the right in forming their opinion to consult and rely upon any expert or 
authority considered by them to be reliable. Coins are graded to accepted 
UK standards to the best ability of our specialists. You acknowledge that the 
grading of coins is subjective and may vary from specialist to specialist, as 
the process is by nature an art and not a science. For this reason, we do not 
automatically accept and are not bound by the opinions of third party coin 
grading services for any purposes including before and after the sale of a lot. 


(b) Refund policy - notwithstanding the foregoing, if any lot should be 
proved by the buyer to be not genuine or authentic, or to have been wrongly 
described in any material respect, the buyer may reject the same provided 
that he has given notice in writing of his intention so to do and shall have 
returned the same to the Company within one month from, and in the same 
condition, as at the date of sale. If the coin was in a plastic holder at the 
time of sale, we cannot accept its return if it has been removed from that 
holder. In addition, any items in graded holders are sold as is and can only 
be returned if deemed as fake. The onus of proving a lot to be not genuine 
or authentic or to have been wrongly described shall lie with the buyer. 
Proof of the inability of any recognised expert or authority to express a 
definite opinion shall not discharge such onus. If the buyer shall discharge 
such onus, the auctioneers shall rescind the sale and repay to the buyer the 
price paid by him. Save as provided herein, the Company shall not under 
any circumstances whatsoever be liable for any costs, expenses or damages

(13) Save as provided in the preceding paragraph of these conditions buyers 
must satisfy themselves as to the accuracy of their purchases at the time 
of delivery.

1159 of the UK Companies Act 2006. We may share your information with 
selected third parties including: business partners, advertisers and analytics. 
We may disclose your personal information to third parties in the event 
we sell or buy any business or assets in which case we may disclose your 
personal data to the prospective seller or buyer or such business or assets or 
if we are under a duty to disclosure or share your personal data in order to 
comply with any legal obligation or in order to enforce or apply our terms 
of use. You have the right to ask us not to process your personal data for 
marketing purposes. 

(18) By making a bid, the buyer acknowledges his acceptance of these 
conditions and agrees to be bound by them. 

(19) If any buyer fails to comply with any of these Conditions, the lot or lots 
in respect of which the failure is made may at the discretion of the Company 
be put up again and resold. The damages recoverable from the defaulting 
buyer shall include, but not be limited to, the auctioneers’ expenses and 
commission in respect of the resale and the amount (if any) by which the 
price obtained on the resale is exceeded by that obtained on the first sale. 

(20) A variation of these Conditions shall only be binding on the Company 
and the seller if it is made in writing and signed by a duly authorised 
representative of the Company. 

(21) These Conditions shall take effect and be construed in accordance with 
the provisions of English law.
